Document 1 [JP, 9-66111, A (Hisamitsu Pharmaceutical Co., Inc.), 11 March 1997 (11.03.97) 
full text] describes an iontophoresis-use power supply device that detects the effective current 
flowing in skin or a mucous membrane and provides an accurate understanding of the state of 
conduction. 

Document 2 [WO, 96/17651, Al (Alza Corporation), 13 June 1996 (13.06.96), full text] 
describes a device used in an electric carrying method, the device being provided with a monitor 
circuit that monitors the operation of a drive circuit that applies electricity to skin for the purpose 
of medicine carrying. 

Document 3 [AU, 8192698, Al (Becton, Dickinson and Company), 11 March 1999 (11.03.99)] 
describes an iontophoresis-use controller provided with a means that detects a load impedance.
